carrying. The gross clearings amounted to $65,190,000,
the gold balances to $2,16£,S94 and the
currency balances to $3,355,570. The steamer Si¬
beria took out $184,000 in specie. It is noteworthy
that the rates of Interest paid for carrying gold ad¬
vanced from four per cent to the highest point of the
day after it became known that the meeting at the
Clearing House at one o'clock had resulted In a vote
of thirty-one to twenty-four against receiving the
proposed 1*18ue of new three per cent certificates in
settlement of the balances between the banks, show¬
ing that the effect of this proceeding was instantane¬
ously felt in renewed distrust. During the forenoon
It was confidently expected that relief would come
from this source, and the disappointment was, there¬
fore, all the greater when the true state of the case
became known. The speculative railway shares felt
the shock at once, and Erie and Mew York Central
declined two per cent within as many minutes. The
banks and private money lemlero drew their purse
¦taings closer, and the previous stringency was
aggravated by fears for the future. From an

eighth to a quarter per cent waa paid
for "turning" stocks till to-morrow, and
large amounts of New York Central were carricd over
fur a day by the holders paying a commission of

on each hundred shares. The general rate for
.all loans, bo:h at the banks and among the private
bankers, was seven per cent in gold, but in not a
few instances a commission was paid In addition.
The borrowers were, however, reluctant to confess
the fact, as they regarded it in a light by no means
flattering to their credit, although there is no good
reason why they should have done so In
the present exceptional condition of affairs.
Most of the banks that opposed the
admission of the new certificates for Clearing House
purposes did so because they recognized currency
inflation in the movement, and, aside from that,
there is no doubt that the policy of issuing such cer-
tulcates on the part of the Treasury is to be depre¬
cated, for the latter requires to hold itself In constant
readiness to redeem them. To meet an emergency
like this, however, much is allowable that would
otherwise call for condemnation, and the great
question that agitates Wall street is how can
the necessary relief be obtained. This may come
In two ways.either by the Treasury paying
out certificates and currency in the purchase of
se\ en-thlrty notes at the market price, if it has the
means to do so, or by a breakdown in prices on the
Stock Exchange, which would Involve a correspond¬
ing reduction of the amount necessary to carry the
speculative railway shares. There Is little or no
prospect of any material aid from the Treasury,
although it bought more than u million of seven-thirty
notes to-day; but against this it sold a certain amonnt
ol gold. A weak market for the speculative shares
ts, therefore, probable until the supply of money at
seven per cent becomes equal to the demand, and
this is not likely to be experienced until after the
first week in April, although a partial abatement of
strinseii"-. will be felt after the 1st Instant.

If the banks had not loaned as largely 'is they have
done to the various cliques in railway shares
tb<y would not be in their preseut perilous
position, and the mercantile community would
¦ot find it impossible to obtain discounts
or to sell commercial paper. The majority or bank
officers, however, are not opposed to any combina¬
tion of circumstances, which results in their being
ob e to obtain seven per cent In coin for loans or
soil, but after their action to-day they will only have
themselves to blame If a panic In stocks should
oocur, which wonld leave them tlie virtual
owners of the collaterals they hold against
loans, for twenty per cent margins are
easily swept way when prices are as high
OS we now find them. The Erie litigation
bos demoralized the railway share market, the out-
sfcle public has deserted It, and if the bull cliques
gtve way the end is easily foreseen. Nothing new
bos transpired in relation to Erie, but the street re¬
gards it as a sinking ship, and the public will do well
to leave It severely alone. The reduced tariff on the
¦oad is now in operation.

There wax an Improved feeling in the market for
government securities at the opening, and quotations
afterwards advanced In anticipation of the Clearing
House panning such a resolution as would result In
the Treasury exchanging live or ten millions of
¦even-thirty notes for an equivalent amount of three
per cent certificates; but when this expectation was

disappointed a relapse of about a quarter per cent
was ex terlenced.

bonds.$10,000,000.was issued, as we believe, le¬
gally, and sold, and tne proceeds were paid into the
treasury of the company, and not a dollar of the
stock has been issued except upon the surrender of
an equal amount of convertible bonds.

Baring In New Jersey Not Dead.The Ilobo-
ken Course "Alive and Kicking".ProapecU
hre Brilliancy of the Nprlng Sleeting.
The Paasalc Agricultural Society la dead, bat the

Hoboken course is undergoing the process of resus¬
citation. The spirited turfmen throughout the
country learned with deep regret a week since that
the Paterson course, with all the beauty of Its gnus-
carpeted turf, under the charge of the Passaic Agri-
cultual Society, was discontinued, and that the
grandeur of it* racing meetings would be known no
more forever. With this edict the Jersey Derby
and St. Leger races were swept from the turf and
the nominations they Included of Messrs. Sanford,
Morris and Alexander, with those of Colonel Mc-
Danlcl and others, were retired.
This was not unlooked lor, aa the murmuringa

and reflections of the dusty farmers, many of
whom were stockholders In the association more
than two years since, presaged this event. Tliey
were not happy; they did not enjoy the satisfaction
of the digression of the managers from what they es¬
teemed the acme of turf pleasures.the trotting of
their own breed of horses. Running, with all Its gran¬
deur, whatever the noble blood runulng In the veins
of the mettled steeds engaged, was to them an inno¬
vation not to be allowed, and these old men, becom¬
ing jealous of the lnatteutlon they experienced when
these brilliant meetings occurred, and the gentle¬
manly tu r fitoh of the country who visited the course
on the Passaic river, full oi fragrance and richness of
scener.v in Its surroundings, were determined to
end it, and they did. Their triumph was
but short, however, and few there were to

enjoy with them their satisfaction, share and
soothe their cares or to conceal their Infirmities.
Yet in one respect the American turfman will revere
them, as the Imported idea of the Derby and St.
Leger, known to this course alone, was aniagonls-
tical to the spirit or racing that flowed through their
veins. Americans want racers of endurance, horses
capable of luuiung heats, not only one, two and
three, but four miles, bearing the weight of a mau,
and foreign Innovations were disliked by them.
That the lloboken course will live, and the newly

released river of Hackenstick, by Its bortlers flowing
like the venous system of the human frame, leaping
and playful In the fresh exuberance of life, will be the
scene this Bpring of a raco meeting that will pos¬
sess in part all the graleiul Influences of other
popular race courses ia the country, making the
frosted heart of the oldest turfman palpitate with
returning vitality.It need only be mentioned that
Colonel XlcDanlel, one of the pioneers of the turflu
America, lias fully consummate'I plans for ita usual
opening, und lias arranged for the distribution of
$(j,ooo iu prizes for a three days' meeting, beginning
oil the 2uth of May next. This statement can be
relied upon, and the worthy members of the Western
racing world and our own, who have felt that the
closing of the Paterson course would sadly interfere
with the production of the mettled stock possessed
by them, can now have the pleasure of entering litem
In the races determined upon, aa each day'sspert will
Include a contest of heats.
